A Fishing Boat Capsized aud 
Men Lost---tiescuec of the — of or 
the | Crew by the r Traveller. 


‘Early on Tuesday morning last, a fishing boat 
named the Frederick Lessing left Milwaukee, 
manned by a crew of eight men, as follows: 
Charles Moller, Frederick Lessing, Wm. Pahler, 
Cornelius Meier, Frederick Weit, John Hubner, 
MauritsBolster,and another called Frederick,“ 
but whose other name is not given. 

At two o’clock Wednesday morning, when 
about ten miles east of Milwaukee, the boat was 
struck by the gale and almost instantly capsized. 
But a moment before the lake was smooth, and 
all were asleep below with the exception of the 
helmeman. All hends sprarg to the deck and 
clung to the bull, masts and spars for safety. 
Whe aterm gradually increased ia fury until it 
until it blew a most violent gale, accompanied 
with the most terrific thunder and vivid light- 
ning. The luke was lashed with fury and every 
wave broke overthem. But still they clung 
with the energy of despair to thei. frail floating 
ark. Soon one of their number, the one whose 
name was unknown to them, was wasbed off and 
lost. Lessing was several times washed off, 
but seized by the strong arms of one of the 
others. But exhaustion overcame him, and he 
died in one of his comrades’s arms. His com- 
rade still held him, unwilling that his body 
should find a watery grave. Al through the 
darkness of that long night they clung to their 
boat. 

Several vessels passed them in the early part 
of the morning, but were too far off to notice the 
wreck. At about ten o’clock, however, to the 
great joy of the. strugg ers with the waves, the 
steamer Traveller hove in sight on her way 
south to Chicago. She perceived them and 
made for the spot. The sea was still running 
wildly, and it was dangerous to venture out in 
a boat. But danger was not to be thought of 
when human lives were at stake. A boat was 
lowered, and Capt. Swenie, formerly of the 


Planet, who was aboard, George Batiin, ist. 
mate, Henry White, 2d mate, and John Leon- 


ard, steward, manned it and made their way to 
the wrecked boat. After much exertion, they 
succeeded in picking them all off and getting 
them safely aboard the Traveller. 

Poor Meier was fast failing at the time of the 
rescue, and could not have held out much lon- 
ger. On the landing of the Traveller he was 
placed in the care of Dr. McVicker, but be was 


too far gove to have any care avail him, and. 


died at seven o'clock on Wednesday evening. 
He belonged in Milwaukee, and leaves a wife 
and four children. His wife is a widow for the 
second time, her former husband having been 
lost upon the. lake. The Coroner held an in- 
quest yesterday morning upon his body, and it 
was taken to Milwaukee last night upon the 
Traveller. The body of Frederick Lessing, 
who died during the fatal night, was left at Ra- 
cine. ‘He has a wife and six children living in 
Milwaukee. Frederick „ who was lost 
overboard, was an unmarried man, and lived in 
Milwaukee. | 

The officers and crew of the Traveller are en- 
titled to great credit for gallantly going to the 
rescue of the shipwrecked men, and the thought 
that they were successful in saving five of their 
fellow men from a watery grave, must yield 
them a high personal satisfaction.

There are a few men here, as everywhere, who 
doubt the propriety of all celebrations ‘‘ by bon- 
fires and illuminations’’ as unnecessary, and all 
the expense which attends them, as a useless 
waste of money. The enthusiasm with which the 
announcement of the successful laying of the At- 
lanti Telegraph Cable inspired all classes of 
citizens, happily reduced the number of croakers 
and grumblers to absolute insignificance. The 
effect upon our social, intellectual and even our 
pecuniary welfare of such a generous uprising 
of the masses, is, in our judgment, most salu- 
tary end controlling. A cold, calculating selfish- 
ness may render a man a very efleetive ma- 
chine for making money, but it can never com- 
mand edmiration and surround one with those 
influences which enable a man to promote the 
highest interests of his fellow men. And soa 
community may become so cold and selfish, 
conventional formalism may so eflectually freeze 
every generous emotion as to repel ail that en- 
terprise which insures success as certainly as 
the icebergs of Greenland forbid all effort at the 
highest civilization and social progress.

JUDGE KELLOGO'S 

After Lincoln had concladed, Judge Kellogg 
was loudly called for. He came forward and 
proposed to the audience to edjourn till 
evening and listen to his speech at the Court 
House. This offered was loudly negatived. Ac- 
cordingly Judge K. proceeded. He said that 
some dissatisfaction hed been expressed by the 
Democracy from the fact that Lincoln’s speech- 
es came the next day after Douglas’. They had 
reason certainly to be alarmed at this arrange- 
ment, because Douglas had better have an 
army of sherifis on bis track than old’ Abe 
Lincoln, [Cheers] Yet they had no reason to 
complain, because it was their own fault that 
Lincoln's speeches did not come on the same day 
with Douglas’.

On the Island 
of Cape Breton, for instance, telegraph opera- 
tors inform us that the wires are sometimes 
down for half the time. In the future, if the 
Atlantic Telegraph is permanently established, 
these mishaps will be remedied. An accident 
on the American division of the live is speed- 
ily repaired; but our provincial neighbors are a 
long time in finding cut any trouble, and are 
equally long in its correction. 


We have not referred to minor causes which ‘ 


prevent as eſlectually as though 
the wires were displaced. The lightaing may 
melt the magnet * some station, aud thus stop 
telegraphic intercourse, or the machinery meet 
with some other mischance, producing the same 

effects. A line like this from Boston to the lo- 
eality where Europe and America are joined by 
magnetic bands, is subject to so many viciss:- 
tude, it can be no special wonder to those fa- | 
miliar with the operations of the telegraph, that 
it is sometimes unable to transmit intelligence 
beyond a certain point. The misfortane is to 
have such a state of affairs oceur just when eve- 
ry whisper from the extremest limit of the tele- 
greph isanxiously awaited by hundreds of thou- 
sands of people in every State of the Union. It 
may not be amiss to state here that the tele- 
graphing with Halifax may be considered as 
done by means of u branch telegraph diverging 
from the Grand Trunk line.
